This will confirm that the Ci^iminal Division has authorized 
the Brooklyn Strike Force to projceed to indictment concerning 
the captioned matter. Under the authority of Deputy Assistant 
Attorney General John C. Keeneyi, the Brooklyn Strike Force 
has communicated its intentions to the informant's attorney, 
William Kelleher. It is and wiljl be our position during the 
course of this prosecution that the informant's status should 
not and need not be disclosed. , Brooklyn Strike Force Chief 
Ed McDonald and attorney William I'Celleher are scheduled to 
this week to discuss the mechanics of preserving the inform^t's 
confidentiality. - 


Regarding the informant's arrest by the Secret Ser^Mp^, 
on or about November 5, 1985, I haye reviewed the Strike Force's 
pros memo and personally discussed the matter with Mr. McDonald. 
Immediately following the arrest, the informant made statements 
to the Secret Service admitting hi|s involvement in a conspiracy 
to distribute counterfeit credit cards. The Secret Service 
contacted Mr. McDonald, with whom Ithe informant sought to speak 
privately.
